In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant.

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action)

Attorney Mau explained the advantages (details in the attached communication 
received by fax prior to Interview) of the invention over that of the Griinke reference in 
using the valve for regulating the flow of hydrogen gas in metal hydride hydrogen 
storage system. Examiner pointed out to attorney that such secondary considerations 
do not affect rejections under 35 U.S.C. 102 (b). Examiner further informed attorney that 
prior art need only be capable of performing the functions recited any functional 
limitations. Attorney agreed to file a formal response in due course.

Mr. Krishnamurthy, during the telephone interview I plan to discuss differences between the 
present invention and the Griinke refenence (U.S. Pat No. 5,085,246), While the Griinke 
reference and the present invention have many similarities, a few important differences exist. In 
particular, the present invention includes a plurality of channels through the plug, each of which 
provide for continuous flow during use. This allows flow of a fluid therethrough without any 
abrupt changes in the flow based on the pressure of the fluid. The valve assembly taught by the 
Griinke reference has a similar design, however, the plug used therein has a central hole and a 
plurality of holes circularly disposed around the central hole. When the flow of the fluid exerts a 
certain force on the plug, the circularly disposed holes are completely blocked allowing fluid to 
flow only through the central hole. This design could allow for abrupt changes in flow due to the 
paths of the fluid being completely blocked. These abrupt changes can cause substantial 
problems, particularly when used with hydrogen gas. For instance, abrupt changes, such as going 
from high pressure to low pressure could result in overheating of a metal hydride hydrogen 
storage tank utilizing the valve assembly taught by Griinki. 
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
